Tho half-yearly meatinif of the Hudson 
Bay Company was bold on Tuesdoy, July let, 
tbo Earl of Kimberley in the chair. 

The Chairmao, in moTiog tho adoption of 
the report, esprcsaed reRret at tho losa ol 
their late Governor, Sir E. Head, and bore 
teBtimony to bis very high merits. He had 
the disadvantage of addressint; the meeting 
for Iho first time with a reduced dividoad. 
The fur trado was a very fluciuaiiog one, in 
addition to which they had met with certain 
losses, which had been fairly and folly 
written oflP. One question was how far tho 
expectations held out to them 00 the formaa 
tion of tba present dompaoy bad been ful<- 
Qlled? He ondersiood they were promised 
an average dividend of 4 per cent. Id the 
first year they had 4 J per oi nt., ia the eecood 
4i per cent., in ihe third 5J per cent., in Ilia 
f' uilh 4^ per cent., and now ttiey had 3 per 
cent.
